Crop conditions at this writ¬ 
ing aTfe good. Grain lield s pres¬ 
ent a beautiful sight, and while 
later than usual, with the sup¬ 
ply of moisture and the real hot 
weather, they ■ are making very 
rapid growth. Winter wheat is 
reported to be from four and a 
half to five feet high and head¬ 
ed out with long heavy heads. 
If weather lemains favorable 
this should be ready for combin¬ 
ing about the last of this month. 
Spring wheat is beginning to 
head in some fields and gives 
piomise of a heavy yield of fine 
gram. Fall rye is high and just 
commencing to turn. Oats and 
barley are coming along fast 
and give piromise of a very 
heavy yield. 

Beets are growing fast. They 
have been retarded some what 
because of thinning, but fields 
are cleaned up now and beets 
are really growing fast. Some of 
the earlier thinned beet® are in 
process of being hoed now. To 
date no imigating has bee n nec¬ 
essary, but many days of heat 
like the past ten and water on 
the fields will be necessary. 

The first crop of alfalfa is go¬ 
ing into stack, and it was a hea¬ 
vy cutting too. The second crop 
is glowing rapidly now with the 
hot weather, and this too. will 
make a more than average crop. 

Wednesday night’s rain was 
welcome, as gardens and lawns 
wej*e quite dry . Suiface mois* 
tune is getting pretty well de¬ 
pleted, although farther down 
the soil is nice and dam]). Con¬ 
ditions could hardly be better 
than they are right now and ev¬ 
eryone is hoping that they con¬ 
tinue »o that harvest will not be 
delayed by inclement and back¬ 
ward weather.
